Instead he will slmply
1||,ru‘u|| the second speed of his agrl
enltural motor car and go dashing ap
the lane to the farmhouse at the rate
of twenty miles an bour,

Iu the early months of 1002 what
proved to be the tirst successful gaso-
line agrienltural motor appeared, con-
testing at nearly all of the great agri-
coMural competitions of the season In
England and carrying off the gold med-
ala from the horse In every contest.

Plowing proved to be the first phasze
of farm lapor to which the ngricultaral
motor was lotroduced and at which
four years ngo it made its lnitial repu-
tation, Stenm engines had proven too
heavy for the soft land belng plowed
and here the agriculturlsts expected to
mire the Internnl combustion motor,
but they slpnally fallml, For a plowing
test nmong horses, steam power and
the gasollne motor two and three-quar-
ter neres of very heavy clay soll were
selected. It was a condition that the
furrows were to be nine luches wilde
and six Inches deep, In doing the
work niue horseg, three to a plow, with
three drivers and three boys, did the
work at a total cost of $8.25, or at the
rate of $3.08 an acre. By steam power
the total cost of plowlng the same area
amounted to $0.80, or at $4.08 an ncre,
and with the gasoline motor the cost
totaled $4.44, or at §1.07 an acre. For
plowing purposes a  thresfurrowed
plow s Invariably wused except In
heavy clay sollsa where n couple of fur-
rows prove sufficlent. — Technleal
